BONNIWELL LIKELY Unofficial Democratic Primary Vote of Bedford

Sproul, the Republican, Smith and 


Hoenstein Will Contest 


Last Tuesday, State-wide, primary 


Indicates that Eugene C. Bonniwell, 
Judge of Municipal court of Philadel- 
phia, has won the nomination on the 
Democratic ticket for governor and J. 
Washington Logue,, of the same city 
Is the probable nominee for Lieuten- 
ant Governor. 
The contest waxed 


toward the last in most popu- 


lous sections but in the country dis- 
tricts there was the greatest apathy 
among the voters, many not knowing 
that a primary was to toe held. 


It was a case of the city folks who

Bonniwell car- 


ried the cities with big votes and con- 
sequently succeeded in landing the 
place while Guffey carried the coun- 
try districts with small votes and

would hare been no doubt of the re- 
sult. 
Bonniwell is 
able and

orator of note. He will make a live- 
ly campaign for Sproul who is the 
Republican candidate. 
If Bonniwell 


can do as he claims, poll 
125,000 


votes in Philadelphia, 'he can be elect- 
ed over Sproul. Bonniwell and Logue 
both coming from Philadelphia will 
strengthen his claim materially.

Early Chicks in Quantity. 


One very successful organization of 


egg producers has a large incubator 
house of 12,000 egg capacity where 
early chicks are produced for the mem- 
bers at a low cost. This is done in 
order to obtain early maturing pullets 
thus securing eggs during the fall 
when eggs usually are scarce. 
The 


company also has a receiving room for 
eggs where they are candled, sorted to 
\\eight — about 24 ounces to the dozen 
— packed in cartons, and shipped on 
contract orders. Their eggs are all guar- 
anteed to be according to grade, they 
advertise the fancy grades on their 
cartons and cases, and market prices 
tire paid to the members. 
Twice a 


year dividends are paid each member 
in proportion to the amount of eggs 
marketed through the company and 
the time of year eggs were brought in, 
a larger dividend being paid per dozen 


Keep Brood Coops Clean. 


Clean the brood coop at least once 


a week and keep it free from mites. 
If mites are found in the coop clean 
it thoroughly and spray with kerosene 
or crude petroleum. Prom one to two 
inches of sand or dry dirt or a thin 
layer of straw or fine hay should be 
spread on the floor of the coop. Coops 
should be moved weekly to fresh 
ground, preferably where there is new 
grass. 


Shade is very essential in rearing 


chickens during warm weather; there- 
fore place the coops in shady spots 
whenever possible. A cornfield makes 
fine range for young chickens, as they 
can find many bugs and worms and 
have fresh ground to run on most of 
the time, due to the cultivation of the 
soil. Abundant shade is furnished at 
the same time.

Need More Turkeya, To». 


With but little additional outlay to 


farmers, many more turkeys could be 
raised, poultry specialists of the United 
States department of agriculture say. 
The small number of turkeys per fa»m 
in the United States Is surprising. Ac- 
cording to the census of 1910, which is 
the latest that has been taken, only 
13.7 per cent of the total number of 
farms reported any turkeys at all, and 
on these farms an average of but 
slightly more than four breeding tur- 
keys was found per farm. Some farms 
by the nature of the crops grown on 
them or because of unfavorable sur- 
roundings are not adapted to turkey 
raising, but most farms are, and could 
easily handle a breeding flock of 10 
to 15 hen turkeys and a torn, raising 
from 75 to 150 turkeys each year at a 
good profit.

American Red Cross fund and spoke 
of the necessity for further funds. 
He announced that the week set apart 
for the drive is May 20 to 27. 


"We have collected $105,000,000," 


said Mr. Ryan. 
"We have allowed 


refunds to chapters—as you know, 
chapters are entitled to retain 25 per 
cent, of the collections covered by the 
chapter. They have not in all cases 
availed themselves of the 25 per cent., 
but we hav-e allowed $17,006,121 on 
this account. We have appropriated 
to date $77,721,918 and we have avail- 
able for appropriation on March 1 
$10,371,217, with the addition of $3,- 
500,000 we know to be perfectly good 
when called upon. 
"The 
appropriations 
have been 


made to the different countries as fol- 
lows- 
France, $30,936,103; Belgium, 


$2,086,131; Italy, $3,588,826; Russia, 
$1243.845; Rumania, $2,676,368; Ser- 
via, 
$875,180; Great Britain, $1,885,- 


750, 
including $1,000,000 that was ap- 


prbpriated by the War Council to the 
British War Relief, and for other for- 
eign relief work, $3,576,300. 


"For relief work for prisoners we 


have expended $343,304, and 
this 


work is only beginning. These appro- 
priations have been made to care for 
the prisoners that we feared might be 
taken. We also spent for equipment 
and expenses of Red Cross personnel 
sent abroad $113,800; for army base 
hospitals In the United States, $54,- 
000; for navy base hospitals in the 
United States, $32,000; for medical 
and 
hospital work 
in the United 


States, $531,000; for sanitary service 
in camps in this country, $403,000; for 
camp service in the United States, 
$6,451,150, and miscellaneous in the 
United Sttites, $1J18,748. 
We have 


funds restricted as to use by the 
donors amounting to $2,520,409, and 
we have as a working capital for the 
purchase of supplies for resale to 
chapters or for shipment to France 
of $15,000,000. We have working cash 
luUfinces for France and the United 
States of $4,286,000.

Not Do--and WHY 


Liquor men tell us that one man has as much right to drink 
a glass of whiskey as another has to drink a cup of tea. 


But you never heard of one man KILLING another while he 
was under the influence of tea. 


And this fact DOES have something to do with the question, 
of what he has a right to drink. 


The fact is, there is no such thing as an absolute individual 
right to DO anything, or to EAT, or DRINK any particular thing, 
ir, by so doing, you come into conflict with the rights of OTHER 
people. 


You may exercise your "'personal liberty" only in so far as 


you do not place additional burdens upon your neighbors or 
upon the state. 


Here are some illustrations: 


You are not permitted to spend your wages as you please if 


you have a family to support—you must first provide for your 
family, otherwise the state would be compelled to care for them. 


You are not permitted to keep your backyard or your kitchen- 
er your cellar in a "bad sanitary condition, because by so doing 
you endanger the life and health of your neighbors. 


You are not permitted to smoke in your own factory—in 


many states- because by setting fire to your own plant, you may 
burn down your neighbor's plant. 


• 


You are not permitted to keep your children out of school, 
because these children also belong to the State, and it Is the wish. 
of the State to make them good citizens, so it has insisted upon 
compulsory education. 


You are not permitted to use habit-forming drugs, because, 


among other reasons, if you do so, you may make yourself a 
burden to the state—you may compel your neighbors to support 
public institutions to care for you while you live, and probably 
bury you when you die. 


When the saloon makes life more burdensome to all the 


people, and when it creates social and economic problems which 
threaten to destroy the finest things in: human life, then we have 
a right to destroy the liquor traffic—even though it may cause 
some inconvenience to a comparatively few people W'ho insist upon 
exercising their "personal liberty." 


In law and in civilization the first consideration is not the 
individual but society. 
Therefore, whatever injures society is 
not permitted. 


The greater our civilization, the more restricted 'become our 
liberties. You may enjoy civic liberty, only as you are willing to 
sacrifice personal liberty. 


This doesn't mean that you are actually surrendering any- 


thing. Each of us is asked to give up some little thing and put it 
into the "common fund" which makes up the sum of all our com- 
forts in a civilized community. .But each of us draws out of that 
"common fund" much more than any of us puts in. 


Would you prefer to live in a state of barbarism, where 


every man does absolutely as he pleases, without regard to the 
well-being of his neighbors, or are you willing to make a few sac- 
Tifices which mean very little to you, in order that you too may. - 
make a 'contribution to the civilization which is bringing you so 
much happiness and comfort?

Tay away preserved or canned food 
supplies against the future, special 
dispensations have been made. A 
simple sybfein of sugar certificates 
enable her to obtain sugar in 25-pound 
lots from her regular grocer for such 
purposes, as well as the usual supply 
for current table and cookery use, in 
lots of 2 to 5 pounds at a purchase 
for residents of towns and cities and 
in 5 to 10 pound lots for country 
dwellers. To obtain these small cur- 
rent supplies no eortinVate is requir- 
ed.

RESTRICTIONS 


One thing that people are be- 


ginning to recognize is that the 
Food Administration will be just 
as ready to raise the restrictions 
upon the consumption of food 
when conditions warrant as it 
was vigorous in applying them. 
The Food Administration is a 
war agency. It is not an agency 
for correcting the habits of the 
American people, or for reform- 
ing American economic practices.

The food situation must steadily de- 


generate as long ns the war lasts. It 
is therefore of prime importance to 
add every item to the total production. 
No woman with a foot of growing 
space at her disposal can afford to be 
merely a destroyer of rations, a de- 
pendent on the food supplies of a 
starving world. 
The Allied nations 


look to America for food. One object 
of

Administration is to 


bring as much food as possible under 
control and distribute these supplies 
where they are most needed. 


America is today the careful guar- 


dian oi the needs of the world. 
As 


the Food 
Administration 
anxiously 


counts the dwindling bushels of wheat, 
it asks of every woman. 
"To what 


extent can you make your home inde- 
pendent of this common store?"' 


How many potatoes and how many 


beans will you need? How many jars 
of tomatoes and how many of peach- 
es? 
Sit down with pencil and paper 


and make a definite plan, remember- 
ing that every woman's real war work 
is to make the home pantry as inde- 
pendent as possible of the world pan- 
try. 
Take stock of what you used 


during the winter and of what you 
have left on hand. Make an estimate 
of your grocery orders for the past 
winter and plan this year to reduce 
these to a minimum by substituting 


i your own products. 
For instance, for 


snsnr, substitute sorghum syrup and 


i honey if they are available; for can- 
' dy, home-made crystallized fruits and

nuts: for canned meats, home canned 
meats; for shipped breadstuff's, neigh- 
borhood meals and (lours. 


To Mini it all up—stop eat ins freight. 


Transportation is the irroatost prob- 
lem of the war and shipping space the 
most precious thine in all the world. 
Above all, don't eat from the pantry 
of the hungry Allies.

Few people know that every coura- 


openlng up together, their bullets 
would suddenly drop on Fritz like a 
hailstorm. 


About three the next day, Fritz start- 


ed "pup-pupping" that tune. I blew a 
sharp blast on a whistle, it was the slg-1 
nal agreed upon; we turned loose and 
Fritz's gun suddenly stopped in the 
middle of a bar. We had cooked his 
goose, and our ruse had worked. After 
firing two belts each, to make sure of 
our job, we hurriedly dismounted our 
guns and took cover In the dugout. We 
knew what to expect soon. We didn't 
have to wait long, three salvos of 
"whizz-bangs" came over from Fritz's 
artillery, a further confirmation that 
we had sent that musical machine-gun- 
ner on his Westward-bound journey. 


That gun never bothered us again. 


We were the heroes of the battalion, 
our captain congratulated us, said it 
was a neat piece of work, and, conse- 
quently, we were all puffed up over the 
stunt 


There are several ways Tommy uses 


to disguise the location of his machine 
gun and get his range. Some of the 
most commonly used stunts are as fol- 
lows: 


At night, when he mounts his gun 


over the top of his trench and wants 
to get the range of Fritz's trench he 
adopts the method of what he terms 
"getting the sparks." This consists of 
firing bursts from his gun until the 
bullets hit the German barbed wire. 
He can tell when they are cutting the 
wire, because a bullet when it hits a 
wire throws out a blue electric spark. 
Machine-gun fire is very damaging to 
wire and causes many a wiring party 
to go out at night when it is quiet to 
repair the damage.

The Emergency Aid _of Pennsyl- 


vania has had under careful consider- 
ation the question whether or not it 
would be to the advantage o fthe or- 
ganization to be included in the War 
Chest Plan. 


As you know, the Emergency Aid 


(which 
is the oldest war work 


agency in Philadelphia) is an affilia- 
tion of committees with a minimum 
of rcatral organization and control. 
Each Committee exists for a specific 
purpose, is subject to as few hamper- 
ing regulations as possible, raises its 
own funds and applies them to the 
object for which they are given. The 
work of raising special funds and the 
interest of the donors in the precise 
object o ftheir bounty are vital to 
the success of the organization. 
We 


believe that if these elements are 
with-drawn, much of our efficiency 
would be destroy 1. TVe are satisfied 
that under the control of the War 
Chest Plan the work of the Commit- 
tees of the Emergency Aid would be 
seriously impaired. 
We therefore 


have decided not to accede to your 
kind suggestion that the Emergency 
Aid should be enrolled among the 
beneficiaries of the War Chest. 


Please understand, however, that 


this decision indicates no lack of sym- 
pathy with the War Chest movement. 
We regc-i rt it a measure deserving of 
community support. 
We shall be 


glad, therefore, both as an organiza- 
tion and as individuals to render in 
your campaign every assistance in 
our power that is consistent with the 
duty of maintaining our own wqrk.
